The 
exhibition  remains  open  to  the  public 
until  October  14.  Entry  is  free.

Rheumatic  Hostels  Scheme.— -The  Bri- 
tish Rheumatic  Association,  5  Tite  Street, 
London,  S.W.3,  has  launched,  with  the 
goodwill   of   the   Ministry  of   Health,  a 
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scheme  for  establishing  medical  hostels  to 
facilitate  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
serious  rheumatic  conditions  in  sufferers 
who  require  early  treatment  to  prevent 
permanent  damage.  The  first  hostel  will 
be  at  Northwood,  Middlesex,  and  the 
Association  appeals  to  industrialists  in 
London  and  the  Home  Counties  for  finan- 
cial support. 

Examination  in  Salesmanship. — At  an

This  is  being  limited  to  firms 
occupying  a  floor  space  exceeding  5,00c 
sq.  ft.,  and  omitting  those  industries  whicl 
are  already  heavily  committed  to  the  re- 
armament programme.

or  attributable  to  his/her  misconduct  shall 
be  entitled  upon  the  completion  of  six 
months'  continuous  service  to  payment  for 
such  absence  up  to  eighteen  days  in  any 
year  and  upon  the  completion  of  five  years' 
continuous  service  to  payment  for  such 
absence  up  to  thirty-six  days  in  any  year, 
at  not  less  than  the  appropriate  minimum 
rate  of  remuneration  prescribed  by  this 
Agreement  (provided  that  no  such  deduc- 
tions shall  be  made  in  computing  payment 
for  the  first  three  days  of  such  absence  in 
any  year). 

Rate  of  Reduction 

For  any  days  of  absence  the  deduction 
from  the  minimum  rate  of  remuneration 
shall  be  at  the  following  weekly  rate:  — 
In  the  case  of  a  single  person  aged  under 
18  years,  15s.,  a  married  woman  supported 
by  her  husband,  16s.,  any  other  case,  26s. 

For  any  days  of  incapacity  for  work  due 
to  personal  injury  in  respect  of  which  an 
employee  is  entitled  to  injury  benefit  under 
the  National  Insurance  (Industrial  Injuries) 
Act,  1946,  the  deduction  from  the  mini- 
mum rate  of  remuneration  shall  be  at  the 
following  weekly  rate: — In  the  case  of  a 
person  aged  under  17  years,  22s.  6d.,  a 
person  aged  17  but  under  18  years, 
33s.  9d.,  a  person  aged  18  years  or  more, 
45s.  9d. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Clause 
shall  not  entitle  an  employee  to  any  pay- 
ment during  absence  arising  out  of  an  acci- 
dent for  which  damages  are  awarded  at 
common  law,  or  of  an  accident  arising  out 
of  or  in  the  course  of  following  another 
occupation  under  a  contract  of  service  with 
another  employer.

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MEDICAL  SERVICE  FOR  AUSTRALIAN  PENSIONERS

AS  the  pattern  of  the  national  health 
service  has  been  woven  into  the  fabric 
of  Australia's  community  life,  the  place  of 
the  family  chemist  in  that  service  has  been 
consolidated.  Upon  a-  contractual  basis, 
he  is  co  operating  with  the  Commonwealth 
Government  in  dispensing  on  prescription 
(a)  drugs  under  the  Pharmaceutical  Bene- 
fits Act  to  any  Australian,  and  (b)  a  wide 
range  of  compounded  medicines  and  other 
items  under  the  Pensioner  Medical  Service. 
Patients  have  a  free  choice  of  chemist. 

Each  chemist,  who  is  approved  under 
the  Pharmaceutical  Benefits  Act,  automa- 
tically becomes  approved  under  the  Pen- 
sioner Medical  Service  which  began  on 
July  2.  Because  this  service  provides  only 
for  pensioners  and  their  dependants,  it 
could  not  be  given  under  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Benefits  Act,  which  applies  to  the 
whole  population,  and  is  therefore  admin- 
istered through  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Act,  which  gives  the  Government  wide 
powers  to  provide  health  services.  Further 
developments  in  the  Australian  health 
service  are,  however,  not  likely  to  be  made 
through  that  Act,  for  the  Government 
proposes  to  introduce  a  comprehensive 
Health  Bill  to  deal  with  medical  benefits, 
hospital  accommodation,  and  research. 

The  "  page  list  "  under  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Benefits  Act  consists  of  non-com- 
pounded drugs  listed  by  the  Government. 
New  items  are  added  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  a  medical  advisory  committee.  The 
Commonwealth  Minister  for  Health  (Sir 
Earle  Page)  told  the  Federated  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Guild  of  Australia  before 
the  Act  was  passed  that  compounding 
under  it  would  be  in  the  hands  of  chem- 
ists. That  is  the  reason  the  agreement  be- 
tween Government  and  Guild  is  of 
supreme  importance  to  retail  pharmacy  in 
Australia.  All  the  principles  gained  by  the 
Guild  under  the  Pharmaceutical  Benefits 
Act — freedom  of  choice,  maintenance  of 
professional  standards,  and  economic 
status — have  been  fully  recognised  by  the 
Commonwealth  Government  in  its  new 
agreement  with  the  Guild  for  the  Pen- 
sioner Medical  Service.  Benefits  include 
any  single  drug  or  preparation  which  is 
the  subject  of  a  monograph  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  or  which  is  contained  in 
the  prescribers'  list,  and  any  medicine 
which  is  a  compound  of  those  drugs  or 
preparations.    The    prescribers'    list  was 


Pharmaceutical  Public  Relations  Secretariat) 

compiled  by  the  advisory  committee  on 
which  pharmacists  were  represented.  Pro- 
prietary medicines  of  all  kinds  are  outside 
the  scope  of  the  scheme.  Drugs  must  be 
ordered  by  their  chemical  or  official  names 
only.  In  all  other  respects  the  system 
follows  closely  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Benefits  Act,  though  prescription  pricing 
differs  in  detail. 

In  the  first  few  months  of  the  new  ser- 
vice, the  Guild's  Bureau  of  Pharmaceutical 
Statistics  is  making  an  exhaustive  analysis 
of  the  prescriptions  dispensed.  The  average 
drug  and  container  cost  of  each  class  of 
prescriptions  (rrrxtures,  lotions,  ointments, 
etc.)  is  being  determined,  and  from  the 
analysis  a  price  per  fl.  oz.  or  per  oz.  will 
be  fixed  for  each  class.  The  Bureau  is 
confident  that  the  average  ounce  price  will 
be  accurate  to  at  least  two  decimal  places. 
Until  the  Bureau  has  completed  its  task, 
the  Government,  following  a  suggestion 
from  the  Guild,  is  making  a  progress  pay- 
ment of  4s.  for  every  prescription  dis- 
pensed. At  the  end  of  the  initial  period 
which,  under  the  agreement,  must  not  ex- 
ceed six  months,  the  Government  will  pay 
chemists  for  prescriptions  dispensed  during 
the  period.  Subsequently  the  rate  will  be 
determined  by  the  Bureau's  analysis. 

Throughout  its  negotiations  the  Guild 
Federal  Council  insisted  upon  a  scheme 
that  was  simple  to  operate,  with  a  mini- 
mum of  clerical  work  for  chemists.  The 
agreement  provides  for  periodical  reviews 
of  the  pricing  system.  Hospitals  will  not 
be  entitled  to  payment  for  dispensing  Pen- 
sioners' Medical  Service  prescriptions. 

LEGAL  REPORT 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines. — In  a  prosecution 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Marl- 
borough Street,  London,  magistrates'  court 
recently,  Duncan  Harris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  che- 
mists, Broadwick  Street,  Westminster,  were 
accused  by  summons  of  contravening  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,*  1933,  by  sell- 
ing allylisopropylacetylurea  (contained  in 
Sedormid  tablets),  not  on  and  in  accord- 
ance with  a  prescription  from  a  duly  qua- 
lified person,  and  for  failing  to  keep  rea- 
dily available  for  inspection  prescriptions 
for  sulphaguanadine  tablets  and  Benadryl 
capsules.  The  company  was  discharged 
absolutely  on  payment  of  £52  10s.  costs. 
Philip  and  Newton  were  each  fined  £10. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


A  Conference  Number 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  your  issues 
arrived  punctually  last  week.  It  is  specially 
welcome  for  the  variety  of  its  contents. 
While  the  Harrogate  meeting  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  is,  naturally, 
the  most  conspicuous  feature,  it  does  not 
dominate  to  the  exclusion  of  other  matters 
that  many  of  us  want  to  read  about.  Nor 
are  these  matters  confined  to  home  events. 
Page  332,  for  instance,  is  allotted  to  short 
paragraphs  headed  "  Overseas  News,"  and 
the  second  column  of  p.  375  to  others 
headed  "  World  Trade."  Of  the  longer 
articles  I  may  mention  first  another  selec- 
tion of  "  What  chemists  are  thinking,"  this 
time  from  Northampton  (p.  370).  Descrip- 
tion and  illustration  are  well  blended  in 
a  description  of  the  manufacture  of  bio- 
logical products  in  Eire  by  Antigen,  Ltd., 
(PP-  35I_53)-  The  twenty-sixth  annual 
Congress  of  Anaesthetists,  and  the  exhibi- 
tion associated  with  it,  are  dealt  with  on 
jp.  348-49.  The  following  page  is  allotted 
to  a  description  of  the  Belfast  Pricing 
Bureau,  with  an"  account  of  differences  be- 
tween the  system  there  adopted  and  that 
)f  England  and  Wales.  Finally,  we  learn 
:hat  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Portsmouth  has 
tormally  opened  a  new  factory  at  Cosham 
brected  for  Johnson  &  Johnson  (Great 
Britain),  Ltd.,  the  seventh  of  the  company's 
istablishments  in  this  country  (p.  337 1. 
The  usual  C.  &  D.  headings  are  found  in 
their  usual  places,  fitted  in  with  expert 
skill.

Conference  Chairman's  Address 

As  I  have  just  indicated,  the  principal 
eature  of  your  issue  of  September  15  is

ijl  irst  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear 
he  chairman's  address  (pp.  358-63).  Pro- 

I  lessor  H.  Berry  chose  a  subject  on  which 
le  is  an  acknowledged  expert,  and  though 
lominally  limiting  it  to  "  A  Review  of  Dis- 

\  nfectants  and  Disinfection,"  discussed  dis- 
nfectants  in  the  wider  setting  of  bacteri- 
cidal and  bacteriostatic  substances.  Dif- 
erences  in  action  between  chemicals  sub- 
umed  under  these  headings  were  clearly 


pointed  out.  Professor  Berry  described  as 
amazing  the  fact  that  very  few  bactericides 
get  beyond  the  laboratory  stage.  "  Some 
few,"  he  added,  "  will  establish  themselves 
in  a  restricted  field  such  as  the  treatment 
of  wounds  but  they  may  fail  in  the  larger 
fields  of  general  sanitation."  It  has  been 
suggested  more  than  once,  I  believe,  that 
the  word  "  disinfectant  "  has  no  exact  con- 
notation and  should  not  be  employed  in 
scientific  work.  Unwilling  as  we  may  be, 
on  general  grounds,  to  extensions  of  legal 
definitions  affecting  science  (witness,  for 
instance,  the  Statutory  Instrument  on 
jellies  recently  satirised  by  Dr.  C.  K.  Allen 
in  "  The  Spectator  "),  we  must  agree  with 
the  Conference  chairman  that  "  germicide  " 
and  the  four  other  words  mentioned  by  him 
"should  have  a  legal  meaning  guaranteeing 
what  they  imply."  His  forecast  that 
quaternary  ammonium  compounds  may 
succeed  in  certain  fields,  "  probably  at  the 
expense  of  the  hypochlorites,"  is  worth  re- 
membering. 

Discussions  on  Sterilisation 

The  Conference  chairman's  address  leads 
to  the  subject  of  sterilisation,  a  subject 
apparently  as  productive  of  ideas  as  ever 
it  was.  In  retrospect  this  1951  meeting 
may  come  to  be  known  as  the  Bacterial 
Conference.  A  reinforcement  of  Professor 
Berry's  reference  to  legal  definitions,  re- 
ferred to  in  my  second  paragraph,  came  in 
Dr.  H.  Davis's  demand  that  the  pharma- 
copceial  meaning  of  the  terms  "  bacterio- 
static "  and  "  bactericidal "  be  more 
closely  defined.  Five  of  the  nine  mono- 
graphs abstracted  on  pp.  365-69  are  con- 
cerned with  problems  of  what  is  in  the 
first  heading  called  bacterial  survival.  One 
of  these  papers  was  criticised  as  being 
"  almost  purely  academic  " ;  but  even  if  it 
was,  it  originated  a  good  discussion.  The 
fact  is  that  in  some  cases  a  line  can  hardly 
be  drawn  between  what  will  be  wanted 
often  in  practice  and  what  will  be  wanted 
seldom  if  ever.  From  bacterial  survival 
the  Science  Section  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  tablets  and  other  substances. 
Some  of  your  readers  may  think  that 
enough  about  tablets  has  been  heard  at 
Conference  meetings.  Here,  however,  as 
in  the  habits  of  bacteria,  something  new 
may  emerge.  Everyone  who  reads  your 
report  with  sufficient  attention  will  find 
occasional  amusement  among  the  informa- 
tion.

DEATHS 

Bird.  —  At  14  Bossett  Road,  London, 
W.io,  on  September  5,  Mr.  Frederick 
Charles  John  Bird,  M.P.S.,  aged  ninety- 
one.  Mr.  Bird  was  the  oldest  living  Bell 
scholar,  having  obtained  that  award  in 
1880.  Two  years  later,  when  he  qualified 
from  the  school  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, he  won  the  bronze  and  silver  medals 
for  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  the  sil- 
ver medal  for  practical  chemistry,  after 
studying  under  Professors  Redwood  and 
Attfield.  He  was  a  member  of  the  formu- 
lary committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  Formulary  published  in 
1 90 1  —  a  fore-runner  of  the  Codex.  A 
native  of  Somerset,  he  was  apprenticed  at 
Bath,  and  was  for  some  time  manager  to 
a  company  of  manufacturing  chemists  in 
Manchester.  Later  he  was  at  the  Apothe- 
caries Hall  and  Great  Ormond  Street  Hos- 
pital, London.  For  many  years  he  was 
chief  chemist  and  a  technical  director  of 
C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd.,  as 
it  then  was,  retiring  when  the  company 
amalgamated  with  Hodkinsons,  Preston  & 
King  in  1932.  One  of  his  chief  hobbies 
was  photography  and  in  the  early  days  he 
manufactured  his  own  plates.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  he  was  almost  blind  and  very 
deaf,  yet  in  spite  of  many  other  ailments 
he  was  very  cheerful  and  mentally  alert  up 
to  the  last.  Mr.  Bird  was  the  author  of 
the  Alcohol  Dilution  Tables  published  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  1 91 9,  1507-08,  each  item  of 
which  had  to  be  worked  out  separately.  A 
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paper  by  him  on  the  Gutzeit  test  is  re- 
ported in  the  C.  &  D.,  1 901. 1. 600.  His 
last  appearance  as  an  author  was  at  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in 
1934,  when  he  presented  a  paper  on  mer- 
curic oxycyanide.

At  a  Benevolent  Fund  meeting  held 
following  the  Council  meeting  a  number 
of  grants  were  passed  for  payment.  A  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Chemists'  Golfing  Society 
for  a  donation  of  £5  5s.  to  the  fund  was 
passed  unanimously. 

ARSENIC  IN  FOOD 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Food  Standards 
Committee  has  published  its  recommenda- 
tions in  a  supplementary  report  on  limits 
for  arsenic  (As)  in  foods  and  beverages. 
The  limits  previously  recommended  (C.  & 
D.,  1950.  I.  281-82)  for  (a)  beverages 
ready-to-drink  :  and  for  (b)  all  other  foods 
whether  solid  or  liquid,  not  otherwise 
specified,  are  unchanged.  Recommended 
changes  include  deletion  of  the  item 
"  beverage  base "  and  its  limit,  and  sub- 
stitution of  a  limit  of  0.5  p. p.m.  in  "  con- 
centrates used  in  preparation  of  soft 
drinks."  Cider  and  soft  drinks  intended 
for  consumption  after  dilution  are  to  have 
limits  of  0.2  and  0.5  p. p.m.  respectively. 
A  limit  of  5  p.p.m.  on  dry  colouring  matter 
is  recommended  for  cochineal  and  other 
natural  dyes  only,  synthetic  colours  being 


required  to  conform  to  the  general  limit 
of  1  p.p.m.  Other  recommendations  are : 
Chicory,  dried  and  roasted,  4  p.p.m.; 
pectin,  solid  or  liquid,  2  p.p.m,  hops,  2 
p.p.m.;  but  hop  concentrates,  finings  and 
clearing  agents,  5  p.p.m.;  dried  liquorice 
extract  and  dried  liquorice  root,  2  p.p.m.; 
phosphatic  constituents  of  raising  powders, 
description  amended  to  phosphates  of 
ammonium,  calcium  and  sodium.  Represen- 
tations on  the  recommendation  should  be 
addressed  before  October  15  to  the  Secre- 
tary, Metallic  Contamination  Subcommit- 
tee, Food  Standards  Committee,  47  Port- 
man  Square,  London,  W.i.

estuary  and  Whitby.  Lunch  was  served  on 
the  train.  At  Whitby  members  were  wel- 
comed by  officers  of  the  local  branch  of 
the  Society  (see  C.  &  D.,  September  15, 
p.  363),  after  which  they  were  allowed  i\ 
hours  in  sunshine  to  visit  the  town,  har- 
bour and  abbey.

We  do  not  specially  complain  of 
le  rest  of  the  morning's  proceedings  :  the 
iscussion  on  the  Council's  "  Further  Re- 
ort  on  Man-power."    True,  the  debates 
ere   without   the   cut  and   thrust  which 
Lore  immediately  urgent  problems  might 
ave  called  forth,  but  they  were  notable  for 
ie  thoughtful  tone  and  long-term  outlook 
most   of   the   contributions.  Members 
owed  themselves  by  no  means  ready  to 
low   the    subject    to  lie    on    the  table, 
hought  and  action  were  demanded  of  .  the 
ouncil  on  such  problems  as  whether  (and 
so  how)  to  recognise  or  to  cold-shoulder 
e  unqualified  dispensers,  whether  phar- 
acies  should  now  be  restricted  in  number, 

>w,to  maintain  the  number  of  entrants  

d  how  to  keep  them,  moreover,  within 
e  Society's  purview. 

When  it  came  to  the  afternoon  the  story 
is  rather  different.    Two   papers  were 
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read.    Taking  them  in  reverse  order,  Mr. 
Thomas,  the  author  of  the  second  paper,  is 
the  proprietor  of  a  business  that  is  worth 
talking  about.     If  he  had  been  asked  to 
describe   "  How  I  transformed  my  Phar- 
macy," had  got  right  down  to  quantities 
and   costs,   had   illustrated   his   talk  with 
lantern  slides,  and  had  given  it  an  Evening 
Meeting,  everybody  would  have  been  alert 
to  listen.    Instead,  his  subject  was  "  Some 
Practical    Considerations,"    a    matter  of 
generalisations,  which  may  easily  take  on  a 
strong  family  resemblance   to  platitudes. 
Who  then  would  judge  any  hearers  v/ho 
found    it   hard    to   keep    awake?  Apart 
from    a    question    whether    the    use  of 
A.R.    chemicals   in   sterile   work   did  not 
reflect  on  chemicals  of  B.P.  grade,  there 
was  nothing  to  challenge  in  his  admirable 
"  considerations,"  and  hence  no  discussion. 
Mr.  Mortimer's  rousing  contribution,  which 
offered  the  only  spark  of  life  in  the  after- 
noon's proceedings,  pointedly  ignored  the 
papars.    "  I  will  not  criticise  the  papers," 
he  said,  "  because  no  doubt  they  will  make 
better  reading  than  listening  "  or  words  to 
that  effect. 

What  was  more  serious  was  that  nobody 
felt   athletic   enough  to   tackle  the  leap- 
frogging act   of  engaging  in  controversy 
with  the  author  of  the  earlier  paper :  Mr. 
F.  W.  Adams.   On  paper  No.  1  there  was 
complete  silence.    Yet  if  the  Branch  Re- 
presentatives were  in  agreement  with  Mr. 
Adams's  conception  of  an  ideal  pharmacy 
we  must  confess  to  having  been  woefully 
astray  in  impressions  gained  in  private  con- 
versations over  many  years.    By  the  time 
the  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  had  removed 
the    word    chemist    from    the  facia, 
taken  all  the  goods  from  his  counter  and 
hidden  them  somewhere  out  of  sight,  and 
told    most    of    his    customers    that  they 
shouldn't  spend  any  money  because  they 
were  not  really  ill,  he  would  have  learned 
the  hard  way  the  truth  of  Mr.  Adams's 
own  observation  that  conducting  a  phar- 
macy is  an  economic  activity.       At  that 
stage   the   member  might   have   no  other 
course  open  to  him  but  to  apply  for  assis- 
tance    to    the    National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,   from  whom  he  would  very  soon 
learn    that    the    Business    Purchase  and 
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Guarantee  Fund  helps  quite  a  different  type 
of  applicant  in  totally  dissimiliar  circum- 
stances. 

Both  by  its  choice  of  theme  and  by  its 
tactics  in  blanketing  criticism  the  Council 
has  shown  that  it  is  now  bankrupt  of 
recipes  for  stimulating  discussion.  Last 
Thursday  it  was  sharply  confronted  with 
the  inadequacy  of  its  decision  to  continue 
making  alternate  Branch  Representatives' 
meetings  a  platform  for  Council-introduced 
themes.  If  the  whole  institution  of  Branch 
Representatives'  meetings  is  not  to  become 
a  complete  waste  of  time  three  possible 
courses  are  open  to  the  Council  in  the 
future  :  — 

1.  To  reduce  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meetings  to  one  per  annum — the  one 
at  which  branches  decide  their  own  sub- 
jects for  discussion. 

2.  To  keep  both  fixtures  but  let  the 
branches  determine  the  agenda  at  each. 

3.  To  hand  over  the  whole  thing  to  a 
guest  speaker  as  dynamic  Mr.  Eric  Scott, 
the  Australian  president,  and  leave  it  to 
him  to  bring  the  corpse  to  life. 

Another  meeting  like  last  Thursday 
afternoon's  would  turn  yawns  into  snores. 

Pharmaceutical  Research 

The  twenty-one  papers  presented  at  the 
eighty-eighth  meeting  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  touched  upon  most 
fields  of  pharmaceutical  research,  and  sub- 
stance and  form  was  given  to  a  new  sub- 
j  ect — pharmaceutical  microbiology — that 
has  remained  nebulous  since  it  "  crept  into 
the  examinations  and  then  into  the  sylla- 
buses." Kept  to  time  by  mechanical  de- 
vices and  otherwise,  the  discussions  were 
concise  and  to  the  point.  A  paper  that 
may  directly  affect  within  a  short  time 
a  wide  range  of  every-day  dispensing 
preparations  dealt  with  the  disintegra- 
tion rates  of  coated  tablets,  for  it 
is  a  matter  compelling  attention  that 
only  about  20  per  cent,  of  tablets 
examined  by  the  author  passed  the  phar- 
macopceial  test.  In  the  subsequent  discus- 
sion a  number  of  those  who  contributed 
called  for  research  to  be  done  on  resins 
u~ed  in  sugar  coating.  There  seemed  com- 
mon  ground   that  the  disintegration  rate 


of  each  tablet  should  be  considered  on  it; 
own  merits. 

The  conclusions  reached  by  the  author: 
of  papers  on  the  use  of  phenol  mercuriJ 
nitrate   in   sterilising  injections   would,  i 
accepted,  strike  at  the  root  of  the  tech 
nique  sterilisation  by  bactericide.  How 
ever,    as   the  ensuing   discussion  showed 
many  further  observations  must  be  mad< 
before   the   conclusions   can  be  accepted 
An  arresting  discovery  revealed  in  anothe: 
paper  was  that  substances  of  therapeuti< 
value,  present  in  certain  seeds,  appear  t( 
benefit    the   plant.    Among   other  paper 
dealing   with   pharmacognosy   was    a  de 
scription  of  a  new  "  character "  (veinle 
termination  number)  for  identifying  leaves 
Time  and  experience  will  show  whethe 
that  is  more  successful  than  other  indices 
The  search  for  other  active  compounds  oil 
senna  continues.      Though  in  senna  leal  J 
and  pod  a  third  active  glycoside  had  bee|j 
found  not  all  the  activity  of  the  drug  haJJ 
been  accounted  for  by  the  author  of  thlj 
paper. 

A  useful  incursion  into  the  little  exll 
plored  field  of  the  pharmaceutics  of  derft 
tistry  was  made  by  workers  from  Marli 
Chester  University,  who  investigated  thft 
preparation  of  sterile  proteolytic  enzymft 
solutions  for  that  work.  ft 

The  numbers  attending  the  symposiurft 
session  showed  that  that  feature  is  rnairH 
taining  its  general  popularity.  The  subjecft 
chosen  was  important  and  complementary 
to  last  year's  topic  (see  C.  &  D.,  1950,  lift 
374,  etc.).  Among  points  brought  homft 
strongly  at  the  session  were  that  efficacftf 
and  not  elegance,  is  the  first  factor  to  bft 
considered  in  formulation.  Notable,  tocft 
was  the  reiteration  of  an  appeal  for  settinft 
up  machinery  for  the  co-ordination  eft 
"  extemporaneous  research  "  done  by  phaift 
macists  in  hospitals  and  retail  practice  oft 
particular  problems  that  arise  at  the  disft 
pensing  bench.  Perhaps  because  of  thft 
highly  technical  level  of  papers  now  putftl 
lished,  many  pharmacists  may  hesitate  tftr; 
publish  work  of  a  practical  nature,  thftl 
scientific  explanation  of  which  is  ncft^ 
known.  Such  a  body,  if  set  up,  could  makft11 
a  valuable  contribution  to  the  productivitft 
of  the  profession.  ft' 
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BRANCH  REPRESENTATIVES'  MEETING 


The  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Soc- 
ety  (Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson)  opened  the  half- 
yearly  meeting  of  branch  representatives 
shortly  after    io   a.m.  on  September  13, 
supported  on  the  platform  by  Miss  M.  A. 
Burr  and  Messrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  G. 
Hinchliffe,  D.  W.  Hudson,  G.  H.  Hughes, 
.  A.  Meldrum,  T.  Reid,  H.  Steinman, 
Granville  Shaw  (members  of  the  Council) 
and  H.  N.  Linstead  and  F.  W.  Adams  (sec- 
retaries),   O.    Gaudin    (president,  French 
Pharmaceutical    Society),   D.    E.  Francke 
(president,  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ation)  and  Eric  Scott  (president  of  the 
Federal  Pharmaceutical  Guild  of  Australia). 
Mr.  Wilson  suggested  that  the  presence 
the  meeting  of  three  representatives  of 
harmaceutical    colleagues    overseas  pro- 
ided  an  unrivalled  opportunity  for  hearing 
few  words  from  each  of  them,  and  he 
ailed  upon  them  in  turn  to  address  the 
eeting. 

rganisation  in  Australia 

Mr.  Eric  Scott,  who  spoke  first,  said  he 
oped  to  give,  within  the  limits  of  the  time 
vailable,  some  idea  of  the  pharmaceutical 
et-up  in  the  Australian  Commonwealth, 
here  were  six  States,  each  with  its  own 
arliament,  and  in  effect  six  pharmaceuti- 
al  statutes,  six  systems  of  education  and 
oisons  law.   In  population  and  number  of 
harmacies  Australia  was   comparable  to 
cotland    and    Ireland    combined.  .  Since 
harmaceutical  legislation  tended  to  follow 
he  British  pattern,  only  much  later,  the 
troduction    of    a    scheme    of  National 
ealth  in  Britain  faced  Australian  chemists 
ith  the  question  whether  they  were  pre- 
ared  to  participate  in  a  similar  scheme, 
rom  that  point  the  Federal  Pharmaceu- 
ical  Guild  began.    It  took  shape  in  1928 
nd  met  with  a  "  meteoric  "  success.  Acti- 
lty  in  New  South  Wales  to  prevent  the 
tablishment    of    company    pharmacy  in 
at  State  culminated  in  an  Act  limiting 
harmacies  to  one  per  pharmacist.  Weak- 
esses  in  organisation  were  shown  up  in 
939  when  no  effective  result  was  gained 
fighting  parts  of  the  first  National  Health 
nsurance   Bill,   introduced   that   year  by 
e  then  Liberal  Government,  but  when 
ar  broke  out  that  Bill  was  shelved.  When 
new  Bill  was  introduced  in   1942,  the 
uild  brought  about  important  modifica- 
tons.    There   were   now  in   operation  in 
ustralia  three  health  schemes,  the  first  for 


supplying  medicine  at  full  rates  less  dis- 
count to  repatriated  soldiers  of  both  wars  ; 
the  second  for  supplying,  to  insured  per- 
sons uncompounded  drugs  from  a  list 
(revised  monthly)  of  200  items  at  cost  plus 
50  per  cent.,  plus  dispensing  fee  of  is.  3d., 
plus  container  charge ;  and  the  third  for 
supplying  to  pensioners  medicines  from  a 
formulary  at  full  trade  rates  (see  p.  380). 

"  The  best  move  the  Guild  ever  made  " 
was  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  public 
relations  director.  The  outcome  of  that 
move  had  been,  first,  a  drive  to  put  phar- 
macies in  proper  order  where  they  were 
below  standard ;  second,  the  fostering  of 
a  better  state  of  feeling  towards  chemists 
(no  longer  did  one  hear  complaints  that  the 
chemist  was  a  "  dear  trader  ").  The  third 
stage  involved  organising  chemists  as  a 
"  power  group,"  and  the  success  so  far 
achieved  in  that  direction  was  reflected  in 
terms  recently  agreed  between  chemists 
and  the  Government.  Today  no  Federal 
Government  would  introduce  legislation 
without  consulting  the  Guild  of  which  he 
was  president. 

Call  for  Commonwealth  Conference 

Mr.  Scott  concluded  by  urging  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  to  call  in  1953  a  conference 
of  representatives  of  pharmacy  from  every 
Dominion,  charged  to  seek  inter-Dominion 
reciprocity. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Francke  said  he  had  learned 
much  on  his  first  visit  to  Britain,  had  had 
a  delightful  time,  and  on  his  return  to 
America  would  recommend  more  frequent 
official  attendance  at  Conferences  by  offi- 
cers of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation. The  whole  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sion of  the  world  would  be  the  gainer  if 
pharmacists  travelled  more  and  picked  up 
the  best  from  each  country.  His  Association 
had  gone  on  record  as  being  opposed  to 
socialised  medicine,  but  every  profession 
was  primarily  responsible  to  the  public. 
Though  developments  might  follow  a  dif- 
ferent line  in  America,  he  was  glad  to  see 
that  British  pharmacists  had  co-operated  so 
wholeheartedly  in  the  Health  scheme. 

Mr.  Olivier  Gaudin  said  that  the 
Harrogate  Conference  had  impressed  him 
with  the  beauty  of  the  town,  the  scientific 
interest  of  members  of  the  Conference,  its 
perfect  organisation,  and  "  almost  family 
spirit."  In  the  name  of  the  Ordre  National 
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Colour  lithographs  presented  by  Dr.  O.  Gaudin,  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  '.fociety  of  France,  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  The  cartoons,  by  Honore  Daumier,  are  dated  1831  and  represent 
the  then  King  of  France,  Louis  Philippe,  who  had  had  some  training  as  a  barber  surgeon,  "  bleeding  " 
a  poor  subject,  assisted  by  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  holding  a  bottle  of  medicine  Leroi  (a  play  upon  the 
name  of  a  proprietary  preparation  that  fell  into  bad  odour  at  that  time)  and  "  General  Mouton  "  (a 
caricature  of  the  Marechal  Lobau  "  Apothicaire  ")  holding  a  clyster.  The  title  in  translation  reads  "  First 
to  bleed,  then  to  purge,  finally  to  give  a  clyster."  The  second  cartoon,  "  Cortege  du  Commandant 
General  des  Apothicaires,"  also  satirises  General  Lobau,  the  first  public  figure  to  turn  a  hose  upon  rioters. 


des  Pharmaciens  de  France  (the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  France),  Dr.  Gaudin 
then  presented  to  the  president  (Mr.  F.  C. 
Wilson)  as  representing  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  two  original  colour  lithographs  by 
Daumier  (see  head  of  page).  Mr.  Wilson 
acknowledged  the  gift  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Conference  sent  back,  through  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  three  countries,  the  hearti- 
est greetings  of  their  English  colleagues. 

Man-power  Discussions 

The  meeting  then  turned  to  a  considera- 
tion of  the  Council's  "  Further  Report  on 
Man-power,"  which,  presented  With  the 
earlier  "  Report  on  the  Man-power  Situa- 
tion "  as  appendices  A  and  B,  were  then 
thrown  open  for  discussion. 

The  first  speaker,  Mr.  T.  James,  Wim- 
bledon, who  limped  to  the  rostrum  on 
account  of  a  mishap  since  arriving  at 
Harrogate,  said  that  a  third  problem 
should  be  added  to  the  two  dealt  with  by 
the  Council.  His  Branch  was  much  con- 
cerned at  the  extent  of  dispensing  neces- 
sarily done  today  by  unqualified  persons, 
and  looked  to  the  Council  for  proposals 
for  controlling  that  labour  and  the  work 
they  should  be  allowed  to  do. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Cloud,  East  Metropolitan, 
was  disturbed  at  the  way  the  degree  in 
pharmacy  seemed  to  be  preferred  to  the 
statutory  qualification.  Unless  there  was 
a  change  in  the  Society's  attitude  the  short- 
age of  man-power  in  pharmacies  would 
become  acute.  Degree-holders,  lacking  an 
apprenticeship    and   with   no   training  in 


shop  routine,  were  not  amendable  to  shop 
discipline.  He  thought  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  partner- 
ships in  pharmacy,  and  to  promote  sharing 
the  financial  control  with  qualified  em- 
ployees. Two-  and  three-pharmacist  shops 
should  be  encouraged. 

Mr.  H.  G'eldard,  Rochdale,  said  that 
his  branch  had  tried  to  solve  the  locum 
problem  by  sharing  a  locum,  on  the  basis 
that  he  should  be  sent  immediately  to  any 
member  in  need.  He  asked  the  Council's 
attitude  to  the  limitation  of  pharmacies. 

The  Council's  report  was  declared  in- 
complete by  Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David,  Swan- 
sea, who  said  that  the  future  needs  of 
pharmacy  ought  to  be  forecast.  It  was  up 
to  the  Council  so  to  direct  trends  that 
pharmacy  in  the  future  should  approximate 
to  members'  ideals.  The  number  of  phar- 
macies should  be  related  to  the  supply  of 
man-power. 

Information  to  Schools 

Mr.  E.  Cronin,  Manchester,  urged  the 
Council  to  keep  local  Education  Commit- 
tees informed  of  pharmaceutical  require- 
ments, and  to  give  High  and  Grammar 
schools  copies  of  the  pharmaceutical  curri- 
culum. About  February  each  year  letters 
should  be  sent  to  headmasters  and  head- 
mistresses settmg  out  the  likely  require- 
ments of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Cronin  repudia- 
ted the  idea  that  degree  pharmacists  would 
not  adapt  themselves  to  retail  conditions. 
In  the  Manchester  area,  he  said,  degree 
students  were  going  into  shops  and  taking 
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to  them  so  well  that  they  continued  there 
from  choice. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Mackenzie,  Romford,  spoke 
of  results  beginning  to  accrue  in  his  area 
from  a  January  branch  meeting  given  over 
to  pharmaceutical  education.  Requests 
from  parents'  associations  and  the  like  to 
provide  speakers  offered  opportunities  to 
stress  that  dispensing  was  only  one  part  of 
a  pharmacist's  duties. 

"  Members  seem  reluctant  to  discuss  the 
problem  of  the  unqualified,"  said  Mr.  H. 
J.  Newitt,  Wimbledon.  The  present  posi- 
tion was  that  a  large  part  of  the  dispensing 
was  done  by  the  unqualified,  and  that 
outside  bodies  were  clamouring  for  recog- 
nition. "  Surely  it  is  better  for  the  Society 
now  to  give  some  lead  in  control." 

A  note  of  criticism  or  censure  of  the 
Council  was  brought  in  by  Mr.  F.  H. 
Swire,  Halifax,  for  having  handed  the 
report  to  the  Press  before  members  had 
had  a  chance  of  discussing  it  at  the  Con- 
ference. [Mr.  Wilson  explained  that  most 
members  preferred  to  have  a  chance  to 
study  the  report  in  advance,  and  for  that 
reason  it  had  been  sent  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical Press.  The  public  Press  had  picked  it 
up  from  there,  and  not  direct.] 

Mr.  R.  McCrone,  Glasgow,  seized 
upon  a  sentence  in  the  report  that  the 
figure  of  students  for  pharmacy  degrees 
who  had  not  registered  with  the  Society 
was  "  probably  not  less  than  fifty." 
Whence  came  that  information,  he  asked? 
Was  any  thought  being  given  to  the  ques- 
tion whether  all  statutory  and  degree  stu- 
dents should  be  registered  with  the  Society 
before  engaging  in  any  form  of  pharma- 
ceutical work?  The  stage  might  be 
reached  at  which  the  Society  had  control 
of  only  a  small  percentage  instead  of  a 
majority  of  those  engaged  in  pharmaceu- 
tical work. 

Mr.  J.  U.  Warburton  asked  members 
to  pause  and  analyse  the  nature  of  present 
unqualified  labour  before  demanding  any 
form  of  recognition.  The  old  type  of  un- 
qualified assistants,  who  had  served  a  phar- 
maceutical apprenticeship,  were  a  dying 
race.  Were  not  the  remainder  assistants 
who  had  "just  picked  it  up?"  Mr.  War- 
burton  thought  there  were  many  single- 
handed  proprietors  like  himself  who  needed 
help  in  the  winter  months  but  could  cope 
in  the  summer.  Would  it  not  be  better  to 
organise  recruiting  than  to  leave  the  supply 
to  chance? 

Mr.  H.  Long,  Bristol,  said  that  phar- 


macists must  have  a  source  of  unqualified 
assistance  whose  attainment  of  a  satisfac- 
tory standard  had  been  proved.  To  avoid 
dilution  the  ultimate  form  of  recognition 
must  be  under  the  control  of  the  Society. 
If  the  present  Council  would  not  act, 
members  would  have  to  look  for  another 
Council. 

Unqualified  in  Perspective 

"  Are  not  members  attaching  too  much 
importance  to  the  unqualified?"  asked  Mr. 
M.  Peel,  Huddersfield.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  them  were  female  labour  only  in 
pharmacy  for  a  short  time.  An  examina- 
tion might  frighten  them  away.  The 
majority  now  working  were  trained  to  the 
requirements  of  their  employers  and  would 
never  go  further.  Would  not  recognition 
flatter  them  too  much? 

Mr.  C.  E.  Turner,  North  Staffs,  thought 
the  ideal  was  to  have  two  pharmacists  per 
shop.  Then  locum  and  other  problems 
would  disappear. 

The  first  thing,  said  Mr.  H.  Williams, 
Reading,  was  for  members  to  make  up  their 
minds  whether  their  future  was  to  keep 
open  shop  or  to  do  all  the  dispensing  re- 
quired. The  man-power  problem  arose  out 
of  the  number  of  shops  not  fully  occupied 
in  dispensing.  In  his  view  40  per  cent,  of 
existing  pharmacies  were  redundant. 

The  morning  session  ended. 
The  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  a 
symposium  on  the  organisation  and  con- 
duct of  a  pharmacy.  The  first  paper  was 
contributed  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (registrar 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  who  dealt 
with  "  Some  Underlying  Principles." 

Principles  of  Conducting  a 
Pharmacy 

By  F.  W.  Adams 

[Abstract] 

When  a  pharmacist  opens  a  new  pharmacy, 
or  takes  over  an,  existing  one,  he  is  taking 
on  an  obligation  to  give  a  special  and  dis- 
tinctive kind  of  service.  (I  draw  no  dis- 
tinction between  the  working  proprietor 
and  the  manager,  for  ultimately  the  phar- 
macist in  charge  of  the  pharmacy  is  re- 
sponsible for  what  goes  on.)  The  obliga- 
tion is  to  supply  the  local  population  with 
their  pharmaceutical  requirements.  By 
"pharmaceutical"  I  intend  drugs,  medi- 
cines, and  substances  and  preparations  of 
a  related  character  and  such  related  medi- 
cal and  surgical  appliances  and  articles  as

can  suitably  be  handled  by  the  pharmacist, 
together  with  services  coming  within  his 
scientific  and  technical  competence.  By 
"  requirements  "  I  mean  everything  which 
serves  the  patients'  and  customers'  best  in- 
terests— that  is  supplying  the  right  article 
or  service  at  the  right  time  at  the  right 
place  at  the  right  price.  To  concentrate 
on  dispensing  is  to  take  too  limited  a  view 
of  the  pharmacist's  special  contribution. 
Dispensed  medicines  are  not  the  only 
medicines  the  public  requires.  Pharmaceu- 
tical products  may  also  be  obtained  from 
other  shops,  but  there  is  a  duty  on  the 
pharmacist  to  supply  them* 

I  can  see  no  difference  in  principle  be- 
tween dispensed  medicines  and  those  sold 
over  the  counter.  The  pharmacist's  know- 
ledge, skill,  judgment  and  integrity  are  in- 
volved in  both.  The  terms  dispenser  and 
dispensing  are  commonly  associated  outside 
pharmaceutical  circles  with  the  work  done 
by  the  doctor's  or  institutional  dispenser, 
for  which  the  doctor  takes  responsibility, 
and  which  thus  has  the  status  of  a  sub- 
sidiary occupation.  Its  use,  even  when 
understood  as  applying  to  a  pharmacist, 
and  suggesting  that  whereas  the  pharma- 
cist is  better  qualified  he  should  be  paid 
rather  more  than  other  dispensers,  tends  to 
create  the  impression  that  there  is  not 
much  difference  between  the  two  as  con- 
cerns the  character  and  range  of  work 
undertaken  and  its  status.  In  other  words 
the  pharmacist  is  not  regarded  as  working 


in  his  own  right.  I  think  it  would  be  an 
advantage  if  the  word  dispenser  were  re- 
moved from  the  pharmaceutical  vocabulary. 

To  discharge  the  responsibility  resting 
on  those  who  are  in  control  of  pharmacies, 
three  qualities  are  required :  the  qualities 
of  conduct,  knowledge  and  management. 
The  purpose  of  the  pharmacist's  work  is 
to  prevent  or  relieve  suffering.  He  must, 
therefore,  by  temperament  and  inclination 
be  suited  to  bear  the  burden  which  is  the 
inevitable  accompaniment  of  service  to  the 
sick.  Willingness^  sympathy,  tact,  and 
patience  are  required,  while  at  the  same 
time  firmness  must  be  shown  in  resisting 
requests,  demands  or  suggestions  not  con- 
sistent with  the  patient's  interests.  If  a 
pharmacist  has  the  personal  qualities  for 
dealing  with  sick  persons  he  is  probably 
able  without  difficulty  to  establish  the 
right  sort  of  relationship  with  his  cus- 
tomers. An  equally  important  feature  is 
his  relations  with  medical  practitioners  and 
others  with  whom  he  should  co-operate. 
The  pharmacist's  function  in  preventing 
errors  by  the  prescriber  from  having  unfor- 
tunate consequences  is  regarded  as  an  in- 
tegral part  of  his  work.  An  equally  im- 
portant function  is  to  prevent  ill  conse- 
quences to  the  public  from  the  lack  of 
knowledge,  negligence  or  folly  of  persons 
who  need  or  desire  to  obtain  pharmaceu- 
tical products  for  their  own  or  some  other 
person's  use.

Invitation  to  Nottingham 

An  invitation  from  the  Nottingham 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
hold  the  Conference  in  Nottingham  in  the 
first  week  of  September  1952  was  presen- 
ted to  the  Conference  by  Mr.  Granville 
Shaw,  Long  Eaton.  Nottingham  Univer- 
sity, he  said,  had  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Conference  accommodation  for  450 
guests  in  it's  halls  of  residence,  and  the 
city's  civic  authorities  had  promised  full 
co-operation. 

Miss  J.  Hincks,  Slough,  proposed  accep- 
tance of  the  invitation.  A  native  of  Leices- 
ter, she  pointed  out  that  Leicester  people 
claimed  their  city  to  be  the  cleanest  city 
in  England — "  but  not  when  speaking  to 
someone  from  Nottingham."  Nottingham 
was  "  one  of  the  queens  of  the  Midlands," 
and  was  well  served  by  transport. 

Dr.  N.  Evers,  Ware,  seconded  the 
motion,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  W.  Mitchell,  London,  rising  from 
the  body  of  the  hall  to  propose  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  chairman  of  the  Conference, 
said  that  he  ran  no  risk,  as  in  a  science 
session,  of  "  bringing  down  on  myself  the 
wrath  of  opponents."  The  chairman's 
address — a  model — had  been  informed  and 
provocative,  and  would  do  much  to  pro- 
mote research  into  antiseptics.  He  paid 
tribute  to  the  chairman's  handling  of  the 
science  sessions  which,  with  the  help  of  the 
"  traffic  lights  system "  had  succeeded  in 
running  to  time.  He  was  helped  in  his 
many  onerous  tasks  by  the  grace  of  Mrs. 
Berry. 

Dr.  G.  Sykes,  seconding,  said  that  in 
the  Chairman's  seat  sat  "  an  elegant  pre- 
paration " — fit  to  look  at,  compatible  and 
stable  under  all  conditions,  unaffected  by 
temperature  or  time.  "  As  a  chairman,"  he 
continued,  "  he  has  a  high  coefficient — and 
I  am  comparing  like  with  like."  Mr.  Berry 
had  encouraged  discussion,  particularly 
among  the  younger  members. 

The  President  of  the  Society  called  for 
and  obtained  a  unanimous  acceptance  with 
acclamation.  Professor  Berry  thanked 
the  Conference,  particularly  the  Confer- 
ence secretaries.  He  was  not  new  to  Harro- 
gate, and  said  he  could  not  have  chosen  any 
town  of  happier  memory  to  come  to  in 
his  present  capacity.  He  then  declared  the 
Conference  ended.

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What  chemists  in  EXETER 


OUR  interviewer  reports  from  Exeter 
that  there  is  no  lack  of  interest  in 
pharmaceutical  affairs  in  Devonshire,  and 
that  Branches  and  Associations  are  all 
active.  Recently  well  over  ioo  chemists 
from  all  over  the  county  attended  a  meet- 
ing held  in  Exeter.  There  is  a  strong  feel- 
ing that  the  peculiar  conditions  and  cir- 
cumstances of  chemists  in  the  south- 
western counties  are  not  appreciated  by 
the  executives  of  the  national  bodies,  and 
in  consequence  the  demand  for  area  rep- 
resentation on  the  Council  of  the  Society 
is  virtually  ioo  per  cent.  There  is  a 
general  complaint  that,  to  provide  a  satis- 
factory rota  service  to  the  public,  and  to 
complete  the  dispensing  the  same  evening, 
the  time  needed  is  usually  two  hours,  but 
payment  is  only  allowed  for  one. 

Badly  Treated 

Mr.  B.  T.  Luxton,  M.P.S.,  1 1  Cowick 
Street,  Exeter,  who  is  the  managing  direc- 
tor of  a  business  comprising  five  pharma- 
cies, said  that  contractors  under  the 
National  Health  Service  had  a  right  to 
feel  they  had  been  badly  treated.  For  the 
time  being  they  would  have  to  continue 
to  subsidise  National  Health  Service  out 
of  their  other  business,  and  that  state  of 
affairs  was  unsatisfactory.  Mr.  Luxton 
felt  that  it  was  harmful  to  a  student  to 
have  his  training  interrupted  by  appren- 
ticeship. On  the  other  hand  he  was  well 
aware  that  those  who  had  passed  their 
final,"  when  they  came  to  commence  an 
apprenticeship,  were  apt  to  be  more  of  a 
liability  than  an  asset  in  the  shop.  If  a 
price  war  developed  as  a  result  of  the 
Government's  action  over  price  mainten- 
ance, the  independent  retailer  would  have

*'  Two-tier "  System  of  Payment 

Mr.  Henry  Jarvis  Graves,  M.P.S., 
proprietor  of  Bickfords,  21  The  Strand,  Ex- 
mouth,  a  leader  in  pharmaceutical  affairs 
in  Devonshire,  said :  "  In  the  south-wes- 
tern counties  especially  we  must  fight  for 
a  two-tier  system  of  payment  for  chemist 
contractors'  services  under  National  Health 
Service  with  one  scale  of  payments  (at 
least  equal  to  those  now  in  operation  in 
Scotland)  for  contractors  who  dispense  up 
to  ten  or  eleven  thousand  prescriptions  a 
year  and  the  basic  scale  for  contractors 
who  dispense  a  greater  number  of  medi- 
cines. In  the  south-west  we  have,  like 
Scotland,  large  areas  sparsely  populated, 
but  our  overheads  are  much  higher  than 
North  of  the  Border.  Another  impor- 
tant matter  I  desire  to  stress,"  said  Mr. 
Graves,  "  is  that  the  National  Joint  Pric- 
ing Committee  is  entirely  unsatisfactory.  It 
is  far  too  complacent,  too  centralised,  and 
its  constitution  urgently  needs  drastic  re- 
vision. Regional  areas  must  be  represented 
on  this  national  body  if  we  cannot  have 
the  old  regional  committees  restored. 
There  should,  I  suggest,  be  six  represen- 
tatives from  Executive  Councils,  with 
seven  seats  for  areas.  Pharmacists  would 
not  then  be  so  worried  about  their  terms 
of  engagement.  The  executive  bodies  res- 
ponsible for  most  aspects  of  pharmacy  are, 
I  maintain,  devoid  of  day-to-day  experi- 
ence of  '  customej  contact  '  under  N.H.S. 
They  have  little  or  no  experience  of  the 
work  contractors  have  to  carry  out,  nor 
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do  the  expenses  involved  have  a  direct 
impact  on  their  personal  fortunes.  It 
cannot  be  disputed  that,  even  now,  pri- 
vate business  is  having  to  subsidise  N.H.S. 
so  far  as  chemist  contractors  are  con- 
cerned." Mr.  Graves  said  that  many  others 
would  welcome  a  reversion  to  private  dis- 
pensing. At  least  they  received  cash  or 
monthly  payment  in  full  for  their  servi- 
ces. Mr.  Graves  described  the  Society's 
educational  policy  as  far  too  "  high  falu- 
tin  '  "  to  be  practical.  "  There  is  no  retail 
outlet  for  the  higher  grades,"  he  said.  In 
order  that  the  conditions  and  requirements 
of  outlying  and  non-industrial  areas  should 
have  proper  representation  on  the  Coun- 
cil, chemists  must  insist  on  a  territorial 
basis  for  elections.  "  What  is  good  enough 
for  Parliament  and  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  should  be  good  enough  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society." 

Mr.  Graves  considered  that  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union  did  not  re- 
ceive the  co-operation  from  some  of  its 
members  it  sadly  needed.  When  chemist 
contractors,  for  instance,  were  asked  to 
submit  figures  and  other  details  by  the 
Joint  Negotiating  Committee  they  should 
make  it  their  first  duty  to  send  such  facts 
in  without  delay.  If  there  appeared  to 
have  been  undue  delay  in  getting  to  grips 
with  the  Ministry,  recently,  it  was  chiefly 
due  to  the  fact  that  many  chemists  failed 
to  co-operate  in  that  way. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Neville  Booth,  M.P.S. 
(Broom,  Reid  &  Harris,  Ltd.),  2  Queen 
Street,  Exeter,  said  that  on  the  date  of 
the  interview  the  most  recent  "  final  settle- 
ment "  of  National  Health  Service  accounts 
was  May  1950.  That  was  by  no  means 
satisfactory,  and  rather  than  put  up  with 
it  many  chemists  would  prefer  to  revert 
to  private  dispensing.  They  had  to  de- 
vote so  much  time  to  National  Health 
Service  work  that  there  was  a  tendency 
to  neglect  the  other  side  of  their  business 
which,  everyone  in  pharmacy  realised,  was 
subsidising  the  dispensing  service.  Cash 
sales  over  the  counter  had  declined,  but 
fortunately  the  business  still  carried  some 
private  dispensing.  Devonshire  and  the 
South-west  are  mainly  agricultural  coun- 
ties, with  large  sparsely  populated  areas, 
and  should  be  paid  at  least  up  to  the  rates 
considered  reasonable  for  Scotland.  They 
had  all  the  costs  of  supplying  a  good  dis- 
pensing service,  but  the  volume  of  work 
was  much  less  than  in  industrial  areas  and 
the  average  remuneration  per  contractor 
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some  thousand  prescriptions  per  month 
lower.  Mr.  Neville  Booth  welcomed  higher 
standards  of  education  but  said  they 
needed  to  be  introduced  very  gradually. 
It  was  at  least  to  the  benefit  of  the  student 
to  have  an  unbroken  academic  course  be- 
fore commencing  his  apprenticeship.  Turn- 
ing to  the  Council's  annual  elections,  he 
said  that,  since  election  publicity  and  pro- 
paganda had  been  barred,  candidates  had 
no  opportunity  of  putting  their  views  be- 
fore members  unless  invited  to  do  so.  In 
the  South-west  they  did  not  know  many 
of  the  candidates,  who  equally  do  not  know 
south-western  requirements,  which  differed 
in  many  respects  from  those  of  other  parts 
of  the  country.  Throughout  the  South- 
west, said  Mr.  Booth,  there  was  a  persistent 
demand  for  territorial  representation.  They 
would  also  like  to  see  published  much  fuller 
reports  of  the  Council's  activities  and  a 
good  deal  less  secrecy.  The  "  vetted 
reports  issued  lacked  the  interest  of  ver 
batim  reports.  In  the  event  of  a  price 
war  due  to  the  elimination  of  the  P.A.T.A 
system  of  price  maintenance,  all  "  indepe 
dent  "  chemists  must  co-operate  with  or 
ganisations  that  have  been  built  up 
maintain  the  chemist's  standard  of  service
